moved the 8th grade week to February. 
This February, we hosted 26 partici¬ 
pants from nine different Educator in 
Residence schools. Participants left 
feeling better prepared to be leaders 
in their communities, having a bet¬ 
ter understanding for others’ ideas, 
and gaining more friends and confi¬ 
dence. They are also petitioning for 
a 9th grade All Star gathering next 
winter. Below is a letter sent to us by 
a student from the 2016 All Star week. 

My name is Chase Walker, I’m 17 
years old, aspiring a career in airline 
management, class president of the 
class of2020, youngest person to hold 
a club officer position (secretary) in 
Rotary history (2017 - current), and 
Chairman of Wings 4 Wishes. 

My journey began when I was in 8th 
grade at Loranger Memorial School in 
Old Orchard Beach, I was chosen with 
three of my peers to attend Camp Kieve 
All-Star Week during April vacation of 
2016. The four of us represented Old 
Orchard Beach at Camp Kieve. We were 
acquainted with 20 other students from 
other schools throughout Maine. 

We were at Camp Kieve for S days/4 
nights and each day was packed with 
team building activities that helped us 
build our leadership skills. The only 
solo activity was called “action plan” 
which made us brainstorm ways we 
could help fight for a cause or help

I t takes a giant leap of faith to leave 
home as a young person and go 
to a strange sounding place on a 
strange sounding lake. 

Campers wonder, “How in the world 
could my parents do this? I’m so little, 
I can’t possibly leave my family and 
everything I know!” 

We tell them, “You’re here because 
your family loves you. They want you 
to spread your wings, stand on your 
own two feet, discover the beauty all 
around through your own eyes, make 
new friends, learn how to depend on 
yourself, become the kind of person 
that others can look to for support and 
leadership, and feel more alive than 
you ever imagined. They want you to 
develop strong character and under¬ 
stand there’s no shortcut for this kind 
of education.” 

Long before Nike coined the slogan, 
my grandad and dad told me: “Just do 
it.” And that’s what KWE campers do. 
Each of them. 

As hard as it is to leave home for 
the first time, leaving Damariscotta 
Lake at the end of each session is gut 
wrenching. You’ve developed un¬ 
breakable bonds with your friends 
and mentors to the point they feel like 
family. You’ve stepped way outside of 
your comfort zone here, summoned 
your courage over and over again, 
listened and learned from some of the 
best role models on the planet, stepped 
off the treadmill, lived happily without 
any screens, made many of your own 
choices for the first time, and figured 


out a whole lot of stuff that will help 
jumpstart your young life. 

At Kieve Wavus Education, our sum¬ 
mer campers get to come back for many 
years and build on the confidence and 
momentum gained before. We’re now 
serving Maine school kids for multiple 
years too, both at their schools and on 
KWE campuses. During February 
school vacation, about 20 high-per¬ 
forming middle school students from 
all over Maine are chosen by their 
schools to attend “All Star Week” at 
Kieve.

This year an 8th grader who was 
born in Africa but arrived in Maine 
with his mom and siblings three years 
ago attended his second All Star week. 
He had also been to Kieve for a week 
in the fall with his entire grade from 
school. On Friday when it was time to 
leave, just as many tears flowed and 
hugs exchanged as in July and August 
when summer campers head back 
to their other worlds. Only this time 
the kids are graduating from middle 
school, so they’ll no longer be coming 
back to us. It was pure magic to watch 
these kids from so many different, and 
frankly difficult backgrounds come 
together as a team. Armed with new, 
lifelong friends, they walked taller 


with their shoulders back, spoke with 
strength and conviction, smiled from 
ear to ear, and knew in their hearts that 
they could succeed. The group huddled 
up and presented us with a petition that 
each of them had signed: they respect¬ 
fully requested that we accept them 
back again as high schoolers; they were 
not ready for their Kieve Wavus adven¬ 
tures to end. I’m pleased to report that 
not only will the group be back here, 
but this brave, adventurous natural 
leader from Africa who only recently 
learned English will be paddling the 
Allagash as a Kieve camper this sum¬ 
mer thanks to the deep generosity of a 
Kieve Wavus family. 

As the days grow longer and the sun 
is finally higher in the sky, we cannot 
wait for the frozen lake to melt and for 
our campuses to buzz with action once 
again. Kieve and Wavus have become 
second homes to nearly 10,000 kids a 
year. And the adventures continue!!!

my idea to my English teacher Mrs. 
“Mac” MacDonald. She referred me to 
her sister Sharri MacDonald, President 
of OOB36S; a non-profit organization 
that does large scale community events 
in Old Orchard Beach. I pitched my 
idea to Sharri and she told me to find 
five pilots who would be interested 
in landing their planes on the beach. 
The next day, I told Mrs. Mac and she 
helped me draft a letter that I would 
soon mail out to every pilot in York 
County. Two weeks go by and the first 
pilot replies back. The next week, I get 
my fifth response. I tell Sharri about the 
pilots and she sets up a meeting with 
the Old Orchard Beach Town Manager 
Larry Mead. By the time the meeting 
took place, we had about ten pilots 
signed up. Our special event permit 
was approved for September 30th, 
2017. 

Forwarding to September 27th, 2017, 
nearly a year and a half after Camp

Kieve, we had 37 pilots ready to land 
on the sandy shores of Old Orchard 
Beach. I get a call from “Officials” say¬ 
ing that we have to cut 22 pilots from 
our roster because of liability issues. 
After the devastating last minute news 
and the difficult phone calls, we had to 
postpone the entire event to October 
1st due to strong cross winds from the 
aftermath of Hurricane Maria. The 
morning of October 1st the beach was 
covered with thousands of Quehogs 
that washed up from the hurricane. 
The volunteers, Old Orchard Beach 
Public Works and myself helped picked 
up all the Quehogs that were on the 
sand runway. We finally managed to 
clear the way and all IS planes landed 
without a problem. With a turnout of 
an estimated 5700 to 6300 people in 
attendance, we raised over $14,000 to 
Make-A-Wish Maine. I couldn’t have 
done this without the help of Camp 
Kieve and the skills I obtained from 
the All-Star week.

Birthdays: Parents can leave / send a 
small box with party hats or fun bunk 
decorations with /to the camp Office 
to be delivered on the special day. Our 
kitchen will make a cabin sized treat for 
every child with a birthday.

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8TH GRADE-FROM PAGE 1 has taught 
me over the past four years and how 
much it means to me. 

Wavus Camp for Girls is a three and 
a one-half week tripping camp, mean¬ 
ing you go on a wilderness trip every 
summer. The cabins are split up into 
age groups and the older the cabin, 
the harder the trip gets. The trips vary 
from going to Hog Island to hiking the 
last 200 miles of the Appalachian Trail. 
There are many lessons that my camp 
has taught me such as to be myself, be 
a team player, and I’m stronger than I 
think. 

The first lesson I learned from camp, 
is to be myself and people will love me 
for who I am. For most of my life, IVe 
been trying to be someone I’m not, in 
order to fit with other kids my age. 
For example, if people have an opin¬ 
ion about something that I might not 
agree on, I would just go along with it 
to make it seem like I belong. But the 
first year I went to camp for ten days, I 
tried being myself. I was surrounded by 
kids I didn’t know, which meant I had 
a new clean slate. Everyone came from 
different places and there weren’t any 
cliques yet to try to fit into, so I felt like 
I could be myself. I got especially close 
with the girls in my cabin and I made 
some lifelong friends. 

The second lesson I learned from 


camp is it is important to be part of a 
team and if I don’t fulfill that position, 
it could mess everything up. Last sum¬ 
mer, when I canoed the St. Croix, we 
had to portage. At my camp, portaging 
is carrying a canoe on top of your head 
and getting it from point A to point B. 
You also have to carry all of the group 
gear and personal gear. On the third 
day of our six day trip, we had to trans¬ 
fer our canoes from the lake to a river 
where we would be going down rapids 
instead of lake paddling. The portage 
was about a half a mile down a cement 
road. Our cabin of thirteen campers 
and three counselors had to portage 
eight canoes. We also had to portage 
a bunch of personal gear, and group 
gear which consisted of at least three 
wanigans, and five tents. For us, it took 
about two hours. Because everybody 
helped and we all worked as a team, it 
took less time than we thought. In the 
end, we felt like we could accomplish 
anything. 

Last but not least, what I learned 
from camp was that I am stronger than 
I thought. Two summers ago, I hiked 
up Mount Washington which is 6,288 
feet high, and the tallest mountain in 
the Northeastern part of the United 
States. We were all eleven years old and 
quite short, at least I was. As we were 
hiking up the mountain, everybody 


was already tired. We all thought we 
didn’t have it in us to hike 6,000 feet, 
but we kept going. As we were getting 
closer to the top, it was getting more 
windy. Everybody was worried that 
my friend Shivani, who was about a 
foot shorter and a few pounds lighter 
than me, was going to blow right off 
the mountain. And then there was me. 
After climbing a half a mile, I was ex¬ 
hausted. Then, when I found out that 
we were only half-way there, I died a 
little inside. I thought to myself, what 
did I sign up for? Why did I sign up for 
a tripping camp? Why did I sign up to 
climb a mountain that’s over 6,000 
feet high? At the time, all my friends 
were also tired, but they stuck with 
it, and I thought if they could do it, 
so could 1.1 found my strength inside 
and hiked the rest of the mountain. As 
we all probably know, when you hike 
up a mountain, you have to hike back 
down the mountain. After crossing the 
finish line, we all were exhausted from 
hiking fourteen hours, and we felt more 
exhausted when we found out that we 
had to walk another twenty feet to get 
to the van so we could drive back to our 
campsite. After that whole experience, I 
immediately took back what I thought 
about not signing up for the camp. In 
the end, I felt exhausted, but amazed, 
because I had just discovered the stron¬ 
ger half of me. 

After each camp session is over, I al¬ 
ways want to come back the following 
year because I wanted to learn more 
about myself. Next year will be my fifth 
year. Wavus Camp for Girls has become 
my home. Now, if there is anything you 
remember about this talk, remember 
no matter where you are or what ad¬ 
ventures you take on, be yourself, be a 
team player, and always look for your 
inner strength. Thank you!

“What puts this place in a different category is that it is well 
organized, you know what to expect each day, morning and 
night.

Veterans have the opportunity to participate in a variety of 
activities, including climbing on Kieve’s indoor rock wall and 
outdoors ropes course, pottery with Alan Baldwin, paddle 
making, flyfish tying, exercise classes, massage therapy with 
essential oils, and so much more! 

In the evenings, there are trivia nights, cribbage tourna¬ 
ments, puzzles, and plenty opportunities to sit and relax by 
the fire and connect with other veterans. When asked about 
the best part of the week participants said “Without a doubt it 
is the friendships we make. Some ofour bestfriends we met through 
The Women's Only veterans camps. We do everything together; go 
camping, give each other rides to appointments or just simply hang 
out. The food is a close second. " 


F our times a year Kieve Wavus Education holds 
retreats for Veterans focusing on relaxation and 
respite, while giving them the opportunity to partic¬ 
ipant in many of the activities Kieve and Wavus have to offer. 
Each camp hosts 30 veterans from all over New England 
and beyond. Some weeks are themed, such as the Vietnam 
Veterans Camp in December and the Women’s Veteran Camp 
in January.

Chapel Speech

I’m so happy for this chance to speak to you all for 

LONGER THAN A LUNCH ANNOUNCEMENT. I ONLY HAVE A 
FEW SECONDS OF SOME OF THE YOUNGER KIDS’ ATTENTION 
(I’M ALREADY LOSING SOME) BUT I HOPE TO KEEP THE REST 
OF YOU ENGAGED FOR A BIT LONGER. I WANTED TO TAKE 
THIS OPPORTUNITY TO EXPLAIN WHAT KlEVE MEANS TO 

me. Hopefully my story can help you reflect on 

YOURS AND WHAT KlEVE MEANS TO YOU. 


I wanted to start off with how I came 
to Kieve. I visited in 2013 on Parent’s 
Day to pick up my younger brother 
from Long Voyage. Walking down the 
hill for lunch, my mom dragged me 
by the elbow saying she wanted me to 
speak to a “Charlie Richardson” be¬ 
cause she thought it would be SO FUN 
if I came to work here the next year 
(this was the first time I was hearing 
of this plan). I stuttered as I introduced 


myself and small talked, and was still 
confused on the drive home as to why 
I talked to him (and who he was). 
Regardless, I was told to email Charlie 
in the fall, asking if there was a spot for 
me on the next year’s staff, blah blah 
blah...I never heard back. The NEXT 
year, I applied for the 2015 season, and 
a woman in the office, Betsy, finally 
responded that yes they had a spot for 
me. I arrived 6 months later in June to

start my first summer at Kieve, with 
still no clue about what I was going to 
be doing. 

Now, I’ve been to sports camps, and 
tripping camps, but I’ve never been 
anywhere like Kieve. Within two days 
of being here, I could tell that this place 
had a deep history with many secrets 
and layers, some of which I’m still un¬ 
covering today. I don’t even think the 
word “camp” comes close to accurate¬ 
ly describing what we do here. I don’t 
want to say “cult-ish” but, no, it’s more 
of a culture that attracts the brightest 
and most fun-loving individauls to 
spend a month see chapel-page m 
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chapel-from page 13 or so reveling 
in nature and each other’s company. 
About two years ago I had a fun con¬ 
versation with Nolan Doyle, veteran 
counselor, in which we discussed the 
possibility that maybe this was not a 
camp for boys at all, but a place which 
brings in kids to entertain the counsel¬ 
ors. A camp where college students can 
come, ditch their technology, and play 
activities, with a bit of babysitting on 
the side. It’s not that we’re not doing 
our jobs, it’s that more often than not 
we’re putting ourselves as counselors 
on the same level as the kids, because 
in a way we’re all here to enjoy the 
same things together. Even though 
the counselors are the ones who bring 
the folding chairs to the camp fire, we 
all get to enjoy the lake and the laughs 
together. Because Camp Kieve truly is 
a place of love, kindness, and respect. 
I see this when after telling my camp¬ 
ers to not wait for me and to please 
walk down to their cabin without me, 
I walk out of the camp store ten min¬ 
utes later to see four of my first session 
boys waiting because they didn’t want 
to leave me behind. I see this in the 
handshakes I conjure up with random 
people, and in the spirit played out on 
the four square court between Tommy 
and some South Glenayrians. Finally, I 


see it in the conversations I have at the 
dinner table, like when Brian Sperry 
and I discussed with some NBH kids 
the pros and cons of having paper 
plates with dividers versus plain, old, 
round plates. For me, Kieve is where I 
can have a broken foot and be treated 
like a princess, yet also be expected 
to figure out how to drive a boat of 10 
parents to an obscurely-placed Wavus 
on the other side of the lake. 

I think my favorite part of coming 
here is just that—coming here and 
not being anywhere 
else. Except for the 
“where are you 
from” question, I’m 
rarely asked about 
the details of my 
home life, and in 
many ways that is 
comforting. As it 
happens, about two days after receiv¬ 
ing the email from Betsy offering me 
a job, my family endured a few events 
that left me pretty disheartened come 
summertime. Because of this, I was 
certainly terrified when I got here for 
the first time... terrified that I wouldn’t 
fit in and that I wouldn’t like my job, 
but also terrified because I didn’t really 
want to go back home. I am so lucky 
that I came here when I did, because 


everything I learned and experienced 
here helped to build me back up to a 
strong and spirited person. Like one 
Maine Trails camper said at the bonfire 
last summer, no matter what happens 
at home, you’ll always have Kieve. I 
think that is true for many of us with 
lives and relationships at home that are 
extremely different from the ones we 
have here. 

I continually look back to my first 
ever end-of-the-session bonfire that 
July of 2015, when, because I didn’t 
have a chair, I was sur¬ 
rounded by campers, 
sitting at their level. I 
thought that because 
I was a counselor, I 
wasn’t supposed to 
get a candle. As fire 
was getting passed 
from HRK to camper

were the people that would fix my heart 
and make me into the person I am to¬ 
day. I am forever grateful! Thank you.

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A MEMORABLE EXPERIENCE 


I LOOKED DOWN AND STUDIED THE PLACEMENT 
of each and every footstep. Left foot there. Ok, right foot 
there. I closed my eyes for a second, grimaced my face. My 
neck begged for relief. My legs burnt. I wanted to run to 
end the pain in my neck, but I couldn’t move faster than an 
awkward scuttle. 






I was making progress. The roaring river on my left started 
to bend perpendicular to me. The trees stood calmly, and the 
moaning campers behind me were no longer in earshot. I 
wanted to take a break, but with my experience I knew that 
a rest would only make the endeavor worse in the long run. 
I kept moving, always looking one step ahead. 

Suddenly, my vision was obscured. Where do I step next? I 
pushed my chin upwards and darted my eyes forward. Ever 
so slowly I lifted my arms, and tilted the canoe upwards. 
During a portage, canoe balance is everything; in this mo¬ 
ment I had it perfect. Don’t let it slip. Don’t let it slip! 

As the bow of the canoe surpassed my eye level, I saw it. 

As I stared at this eight-foot-high, cliff-of-a-hill, I was 
transported through time. I saw myself when I was just a

fourteen-year-old boy facing the same menace. This flash¬ 
back was of unparalleled vividness. 

I wasn’t even five foot tall. I was in charge of portaging the 
kitchen wanagan. It was far too heavy 
for me. Every step was misery. I stared 
at that god forsaken hill with anger and 
depression. I was sick and tired of the 
cold, rain and precooked food. I tried 
to pull the wanagan up, push it up, 
and even fling it up. Try as I could, my 
energy was spent. I was done. I sat on 
that wanagan and cried. 

Eight years later, here I was. This 
time I was bigger and now with a 95 
pound canoe on my head. The four 
footholds hadn’t changed; the moss 
was still there; the pines laying on the 
ground also the same. I entered battle 
mode. I planned my route up. Left foot 
there. Ok, right foot there. I tilted the 
canoe back into equilibrium. 

Four steps over protruding granite 
in backcountry Maine was all it took 
to realize that I was now an adult.

M aine Project Learning Tree, a 
statewide environmental educa¬ 
tion program, sponsored by the Maine 
TREE Foundation, provides support

Project Learning Tree, the most long 
lived environmental education pro¬ 
gram in the US, is an initiative of the 
Sustainable Forestry Initiative (SFI).

The building is ideal for 
both large and small working groups, 
the dining room and excellent meals 
always draw strong compliments, while 
the guest rooms and fireplace remain a 
huge hit with our attendees. 

The philosophy and pedagogy of 
Project Learning Tree truly mirrors 
the Kieve Wavus Mission Statement 
that reads, in part: “empowers people 
to contribute positively to society by 
promoting the values of kindness, 
respect for others, and environmental 
stewardship.”

TO ENHANCE ITS EDUCATOR IN RESIDENCE PROGRAM

FOR CLOSE TO FOUR DECADES KIEVE WAVUS 
Education (KWE) has worked with local school adminis¬ 
trators and teachers to provide experiential programs for 
the support and empowerment of Maine students. Thanks 
to a generous grant from the Shelby Cullom Davis Charitable 
Fund and Trustee, Andrew Davis, KWE will grow its 
Educator in Residence (EIR) program by placing additional 
staff in a greater number of Maine schools. “The work is di¬ 
verse, impactful and customized to the children and to each 
school in the program” describes Charlie Richardson, KWE’s 
Director of Education and Operations. 

KWE Educators in Residence are assigned to Maine 
schools and in each they serve as committed members of 
the educational community every day, for at least ten weeks 
during the winter. Currently 21 Educators in Residence 
work in 17 schools across 10 different Maine school districts. 
Financial support from the Davis Family Foundation, which 
invests in educational achievement nationally and inter¬ 
nationally, will enable KWE to serve more communities 
more deeply. This grant will lengthen the term of service 
for the EIR in their schools, add more schools to the pro¬ 
gram, provide professional development for the EIRs and 
engage formal measurement tools for the program. Over 
the previous six years of the program EIRs have addressed 
the following topics in their school communities: restorative 
justice, academic support, curriculum development, social 
and emotional learning, community building, and LGBTQ 
youth responsiveness. Judy Cohen, guidance counselor from 


Searsport, says, “Young people are hungry for real human 
connection that encourages participation, fun, challenge, 
teamwork and success. Kieve Wavus has been an amazing 
addition to our school, giving our students the opportunities 
to tap into their best selves, to express their leadership, and 
to be part of something bigger than themselves.” 

KWE’s Executive Director, Henry Kennedy, says of the 
program, “For nearly a century Kieve Wavus Education has 
created resilient, compassionate leaders by surrounding 
young people with tremendous role models from all over 
the USA and the world who instinctively bring out the best 
in people. Thanks to the Shelby Cullom Davis Charitable 
Fund we’re now able to significantly expand our partner¬ 
ships with Maine schools at no cost to them to support kids 
when they need it most, give them the courage and tools to set 
and achieve lofty goals, all while training the next generation 
of teachers.”
